There are sieven more of An- 


| dover’s boys leaving tomorrow to 


become a nart of the U. S. Army 
in training, Some of them are too 


| young to recall the days of World 


War I;: some of them weren’t even 

born then. The older men in the 

group may recall one of the songs 

of tthe 1917-1918 period in which 

there appeamed’ this) verse: 

“T may not know what the wan’s 
about, 

But you bet by gosh I'll soon find 
out.” 

Thousands that sang that song 
as they lefit for Framce never did 
find out. Not until 19389 did the 
world fully realize that they had 
gone over there to fight for noth- 
ing. And yet the hard lesson of 
that- war has not yet been learned. 
IDo these seven boys who leave 
Andover tiomorrow “know what 
the war's about?” If the United 
States is plunged into war, will 
they find out then? 

If they had lisitened to President 
Roosevelt Sunday night, could they 
have found out why the United 
States is more and more getiting 
into ithis war? He said that might 
that we must be the “great arsen- 
al ‘of Democracy,” that we must aid 
England all we could in this fight 
to rid ithe world of this proposed 
‘new order’ with its lack of ‘“lib- 
erty, religion, and hope.” It 
sounds so much like the phrase of 
1917: ‘‘to make tthe world safe for 
Democracy.” 

Yes, it’s a worthy purpose. 
Peoples the world over ishhould have 
liberty, the wight to worship as 
they please, the right to look for- 
ward to something besides serf- 
dom. But are we going to accom- 
plish it by getting into ‘this war? 
Are we going to accomplish it by 
sending England every aid short of 
getting into the war? If so, why 
didn’t we accomplish it last! time 
when we went tio the aid of Great 
Britain ? 

Our leaders and our people are 
not paying enough attention tio the 
ultimate mesults of this war. We all 
want Englamd to win, for several 
reasons, prime among them being 
our hatred for all thaitt Nazidom 
means and our great regard for ithe 
courage which Winston Churchill 
and this people have shown under 
the terrific bombing that England 
has taken. ‘But we hated the Hoh. 
enzollerns just as much in 1917, and 
we wanited to aid the British then 
tiolo, 

Even if we don’t get inito it, even 
if we only give the material aid 
that, President Roosevelt has al- 
ready given, we must, in order to 
make (sure ‘this time that Liberty 
is gained, insist before we go a bit 
further that the peace itemms this 
time will be more than jusit seedis 
for another war. We're trying to 
he’p England win; let’s try ito help 
the World win. Our Constitution 
suarantees usi Life, Liberty and the 
Pursuit of Happiness. That we 


‘want ito’ guamantee to all peoples, 


but they can’t enjoy liberty and 
happiness unless their economic 
it possibile, and ithat 
means wiping out short-sighted 
nationalistic economies.

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Seldom have the scales of justice 
been more evenly ‘balanced than 
they have been at the Lawrence 
District court house. For over q 
decade a man, little in physique 
but big in austerity and in every. 
thing that goes to make up the 
ideal judge, had presided over that 
court, ‘waging an unrelenting war 
against wrong, meting out senten- 
ces. where sentences would be best 
for the malcreant and for society, 
going easy in cases where harsh 
treatment might only have brought 
further wrong, dealing justice with 
a firmness tempered with common 
sense, and very frequently speak 
ing a verbal nugget, homely in its 
phrasing, invaluable in its mean- 
ing. 

Two weeks ago that justice, 
Frederic N. Chandler, had presided 
as usual over that court. Last Sat- 
urday morning, after a week’s. ill- 


ness, death came to him—the 
cause of right had lost a staunch 
champion. 


Judge Chandler was born in 
Lawrence seventy years ago of par: 
entage which could trace its ances- 
try back to the Massachusetts Bay 
Colony down through the Revolu- 
tion to the Civil War in which his 
father won ithe Congiressional 
Medal of Honor. Fred Chandler 
graduated from ithe Lawrence High 
School in 1889, received his degree 
from Dartmouth in 1898 and his 
law degree from Boston University 
in 1897, having been admitted to 
the practice of law the year before. 
During his period of ‘building up 
practice he taught in Lawrence 
and formed the Lawrence Evening 
High School of which he was prin- 
cipal for eight years. He formed a 
partnership with Fred H. Baton in 
1899. 

He was named a special justice 
in 1901 and in 1927 he became pre- 
siding justice of the Lawrence Dis- 
trict Court. He had been active in 
civic and fraternal groups, having 
been president of the Lawrence 
Board of Trade, president of the 
Lawrence Co-operative Bank, trus- 
tee of the Essex Savings Bank, 
member off city, county and state 
bar associations, first president of 
the Lawrence Rotary Club, and 4 
member of Grecian Lodge, A. F. 
and A. M., Bethany Commandery, 


Knights Templar and Aleppo 
Temple. 
Mrs. Chandler survives, and 


there is also a sister, Mrs. C. E. 
Parkhurst of Somerville. 

Monday afternoon the funeral 
services were held at his home, 148 
Main street, with a large number 
of jurists, lawyers, professional 
and business men and womel 
present to pay a final tribute. Rev. 
Roger W. Blanchard of St. Peter's 
church, Beverly, conducted the 
services. Burial was in West Par- 
ish cemetery.

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PLANE FOR ENGLAND 


The Town of Andover will give 
material aid to Great Britain 
through its namesake in England, 
according to a plan now being de- 
veloped under the leadership of se 
lectman Roy B. Hardy. About a 
month ago the selectmen asked the 
British vice-consul in Boston if 
there were any way that the New 
England Andover could help the 
Old England Andover, by means of 
donating a rolling kitchen, an am- 
bulance or something of the sort. 
Shortly a letter was received from 
tthe mayor of Andover, England, 
which told of the fund that that 
town was raising for a fighter 
plane. 

The selectmen cabled that they 
had been thinking of a rolling kit- 
chen and asked which the Great 
Britain Andover preferred. The re- 
turn cable said that Spitfires were 
the most urgent need, and so at 
present local committees are being 
formed to raise funds to help ac- 
cumulate the 5000 pounds needed 
for the plane. 

The letter from the Mayor fol- 
lows: 

13th November, 1940 


Dear Mr. Mayor: 


With a view to assisting our 
Country’s effort in the war to pre 
serve freedom, democracy and 
civilization for the world, this Bor- 
ough of Andover, like most other 
towns in this country, is endeav- 
ouring to raise by voluntary sub- 
scriptions the sum of L5,000 to 
provide a fighter aircraft for the 
Royal Air Force. 

We believe that your sympathies 
are with us in this struggle for 
Freedom, and it has been suggested 
that your town, bearing the same 
name as ours, might desire to be 
associated with us in our local ef- 
fort. I should, therefore, be most 
grateful if you would bring to the 
notice of your citizens the Andover 
“Spitfire’ Fund in order that they 
may, if they so wish, add their con- 
tributions towards the provision of 
“Andover’s Plane.” 

May I take this opportunity of 
conveying to you and the citizens 
of your town the greetings of the 
Borough of Andover, Hampshire, 
England, and our good wishes for 
your town’s prosperity.

ONCE UPON A TIME it was the 
Punchard cadets that attracted 
the admiration of everyone who 
saw them because of their natty 
new uniforms and FIFTY YEARS 
AGO they were admitted to mem- 
bership in the 2nd Massachusetts 
regiment of School Cadets...The 
Shawsheen club was an important 
organization in (those days and 
when it held its annual meeting 
in Carter’s block the following 
members were elected ito office: 
president, Moses Foster; viice- 
president, H. J. Canfield; secretary, 
George W. Foster; treasurer, John 
Cornell; board of management, 
George H, Torr, John L. Smith, A. 
S. Manning, Peter D. Smith and 
Henry P, Noyes.... William Led- 
well, who had been formerly em- 
ployed by J. M. Bean, purchased 
the billiard and pool room business 
on Park street from J, F. McGuin- 
ness, fifty years ago.....
